Standing  in  front  of  a  group 
of  minority  teens  on  June  18, 
Alice  Huffman,  chairwoman  of 
the  Democratic  National 
Convention,  cleared  her  voice 
and  held  up  a  piece  of  white 
paper.  "This  is  what  the 
Republican  Convention  looks 
like,"  Huffman  said. 


Then,  she  turned  and  pointed 
toward  the  teens  —  mostly 
Asians  and  African  Americans  -- 
sitting  in  front  of  her.  "This  is 
what  the  Democrat  Convention 
looks  like:  diverse,  gifted,  and 
following  his  way  to  the  right 
party." 

Huffman  was  introducing  the 
teens  —  members  of  the  youth 
groups  CAP  AY  and  Citizen 


School  --  to  the  Democratic 
National  Convention 
Committee's  "Youth  Convention 
Day."  Held  at  the  DNCC  head¬ 
quarters,  the  event  aimed  to 
teach  young  people  about  the 
convention,  which  will  be  held  in 
Boston  July  26-29,  and  the  U.S. 
political  process. 

Huffman  spoke  about  why 
she  chose  the  Democratic  party 


and  her  gaining  of  "political 
power." 

The  DNCC  specially  invited 
members  of  CAP  AY  --  or  the 
Coalition  of  Asian  Pacific 
American  Youth  —  and  the 
Citizen  School  for  the  event, 
which  was  advertised  to  news 
media  through  press  releases. 

Tran  Vu,  17,  Boston  student 
and  CAP  AY  member,  was  at  the

Youth  Convention  Day.  CAP  AY 
is  involved  in  public  matters  of 
injustice  toward  Asian- 
Americans  and  racism. 

After  the  event,  Vu  and  her 
colleagues  commented  that  the 
speeches  were  not  what  they  had 
expected.  The  event,  said  Vu, 
was  trying  to  "convince  us  to  be 
Democrats,  not  educating  us 
about  American  politics."

Homeless  a  Big 
Problem,  Say  Business 
Leaders

Just  as  Chinatown  residents 
and  business  owners  have  grown 
increasingly  frustrated  by  a  rise 
in  daylight  drug  dealings  and  a 
swelling  homeless  population, 
Boston’s  newly  appointed  police 
commissioner,  Kathleen  O'Toole, 
met  over  200  residents  of  the 
neighborhood  on  June  21  to  field 
questions  about  crime  and  com¬ 
munity  policing. 

The  Chinatown  Safety 
Committee  invited  the  commis¬ 
sioner,  who  was  appointed  to  her 
position  in  February,  and  her  top

Let  There  Be  Light:  Chinatown  Gate  To  Get  New  Lighting

After  the  sun  sets,  the 
Chinatown  gate  loses  its  color. 

Literally.  At  night,  all  its 
greens,  golds  and  reds  disap¬ 
pear  into  an  orange  glow, 
according  to  lighting  specialist 
John  Powell  of  Light  Boston. 

"Basically,  it's  never  been 
lit,"  said  Powell  of  the  gate  at  a 
Chinatown  meeting  on  June  28. 

Currently,  the  only  night¬ 
time  light  shining  on 
Chinatown's  symbolic  entrance 
are  four  metal  halide  sodium 
vapor  lights  that  cast  a  dull 
orange  glow,  erasing  the  struc¬ 
ture's  vivid  colors  after  sun¬ 
down. 

But  that  will  soon  change, 
according  to  Powell.  In  con¬ 
junction  with  the  development 
of  Chinatown's  new  park 
around  the  gate,  Light  Boston, 
a  nonprofit  group  that  special¬ 
izes  in  professionally  lighting 
famous  Boston  structures,  will

Although  the  weather 
proved  not  to  be  sunny,  it 
didn't  stop  nearly  300  peo¬ 
ple  from  attending  the 
Asian  American  Civic 
Association  Family  Festival 
at  the  DoubleTree  Hotel  in 
Chinatown  on  June  26. 

The  event  occupied 
three  rooms  and  a  court¬ 
yard  of  the  hotel,  where 
activities  that  reflected 
Asian  culture  were  held. 
Kids  enjoyed  arts  and 
crafts  such  as  kite  making, 
Korean  paper  arts,  origami 
folding,  stone  engraving, 
learning  traditional  callig¬ 
raphy,  making  bead  jewel¬ 
ry,  and  getting  their  faces 
painted  and  henna  tattoos. 
Other  activities  included 
table  games  such  as 
Chinese  Chess  and  Tao 
Chi,  or  jump  chess.  Panda 
Express  served  Chinese 
food  for  the  attendees. 

Joan  Carey,  a  parent 


from  Families  with 
Children  from  China  came 
to  the  festival  with  her  kids 
from  Quincy.  "We  came 
here  so  they  can  learn 
about  their  own  culture," 
said  Carey  "and  also  for 
myself,  because  I  need  to 
learn  too." 

Various  performances 
entertained  the  families. 
The  first  was  a  dulcimer 
solo  performance  by 
Kenneth  Chan.  He  played 
a  number  of  classical 
Chinese  songs  and  other 
works  by  Bach  and  other 
composers.  The  second 
was  a  tea-making  demon¬ 
stration  by  Jian  Hong 
Yang,  who  owns  a  tea  shop 
in  Quincy.  When  he  lived 
in  China,  Yang  taught  him¬ 
self  how  to  make  tea  by 
reading  books.  Since  he 
and  his  friends  liked  to 
drink  tea,  he  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  making  it  himself. 

The  third  and  final  per¬ 
formance  consisted  of  an 


Indian  dance.  The  two 
dancers,  Asha  Masurekar 
and  Monali  Gidwani,  per¬ 
formed  two  numbers  in  the 
Kuchipudi  style.  Both  stu¬ 
dents  from  the  Triveni 
School  of  Dance,  they 
danced  a  classical  form  of 
Indian  dancing  which  rep¬ 
resented  devotional  and 
holy  stories  about  Hindu 
gods. 

Founded  in  1967,  the 
Asian  American  Civic 
Association  helps  immi¬ 
grants  and  their  families 
achieve  and  maintain  eco¬ 
nomic  and  social  self-suffi¬ 
ciency  through  many  pro¬ 
grams  such  as  career  train¬ 
ing,  family  literacy,  adult 
education,  and  counseling. 
In  addition,  the  AACA  also 
publishes  the  Sampan.  The 
festival  is  part  of  on  an 
ongoing  fundraising  effort 
by  the  AACA  to  raise 
money  to  build  a  new,  big¬ 
ger  building.

"white  light"  sources  on 
the  eaves  and  gables  of 
the  gate  to  illuminate  it. 
The  light  sources  would 
minimize  glare,  said 
Powell,  because  they 
would  mostly  be  hidden 
from  view.  Additionally, 
Light  Boston  plans  to 
install  programmable 
lights  on  the  ground 
below  the  gate  that  to  it  in 


different  colors  for  special 
events.  The  lights  would 
allow  for  the  gate  to  have 
a  red,  gold  or  blue  tint 
during  festivals  such  as 
the  ones  for  Chinese  New 
Year  and  August  Moon 
and  holidays  such  as 
Christmas. 

Light  Boston  expects  to 
begin  installing  the  new 
lights  by  early  fall.  The 


work  will  be  paid  for 
through  a  city  trust  fund. 

The  Chinatown  gate 
was  donated  to  the  city  in 
1982  by  the  Taiwanese 
government. 

Designs  are  currently 
wrapping  up  for  the  $2.2 
million  Chinatown  park 
near  the  gate  on  Parcel 
23D.

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O'Toole  Talks  About  Crime  in  Chinatown 
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staff,  including  District  A-l 
Captain  Bernard  O'Rourke 
and  Police  Superintendent 
Paul  Joyce,  to  meet 
Chinatown  residents.  This 
was  O'Toole's  first  public 
appearance  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood. 

Many  perceive  that 
crime  in  Chinatown  has 
been  creeping  back  up. 
Business  owners  complain 
that  there  is  a  visible  rise  in 
street-comer  daytime  drug 
dealings  and  loitering  by 
homeless.  According  to 
police  statistics  for  the 
month  of  May  of  this  year 
(the  latest  data  available), 
crimes  such  as  aggravated 
assault  and  burglary  are  up 
from  the  same  month  last 


year,  but  violent  crimes  are 
down  overall.  Citywide, 
the  number  of  murders  in 
Boston  for  the  year  was  at 
29  at  the  time  of  the  meet¬ 
ing  with  O'Toole,  reported¬ 
ly  the  highest  number  since 
1996  (before  Sampan  went 
to  press,  the  number  of 
murders  citywide  was  31). 

"The  problems  over  the 
last  year  or  so,"  said 
Chinatown  Safety 
Committee  leader  Bill  Moy, 
"have  become  overwhelm¬ 
ing.  We  all  here  know  what 
the  problems  are,  and  we 
really  don't  have  to  ask. 

We  walk  outside  and  we 
see  the  problems:  the 
homelessness,  the  drugs, 
the  prostitution,  the  hand¬ 
bag  snatching,  the  rob¬ 


beries." 

The  meeting  with 
O'Toole  allowed  a  forum  of 
Chinatown  leaders,  such  as 
Safety  Committee  members 
and  leaders  of  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent 
Association  and  the 
Chinatown  Resident 
Association,  to  ask  the 
commissioner  questions. 
The  hundreds  of  residents 
present  were  asked  to 
write  their  questions  on 
note  cards  since  the  two- 
hour  meeting  would  not 
permit  enough  time  for  all 
inquiries. 

O'Toole  began  the  event 
by  saying  that  community 
involvement  in  policing 
has  helped  the  city's  crime 
fighting  efforts. 


Commissioner  O'Toole's  Bio 


Kathleen  M.  O'Toole 
was  appointed  Boston 
Police  Commissioner  on 
February  19.  She  oversees 
the  Boston  Police 
Department,  the  oldest 
municipal  police  agency  in 
the  United  States,  which 
employs  nearly  3,000  per¬ 
sonnel  (of  whom  850  are 
civilian)  and  has  a  yearly 
budget  of  $219  million. 

The  department  serves 
nearly  600,000  residents 
and  500,000  commuters. 

Prior  to  Her  appoint¬ 
ment,  Commissioner 
O'Toole  was  the  president 
of  O'Toole  Associates 
LLC,  an  international  con¬ 
sulting  firm  with  offices  in 
Boston  and  Dublin.  The 
firm,  which  she  founded, 
served  government  and 
industry  clients  and  spe¬ 
cialized  in  public  affairs, 
business  and  economic 
development,  crisis  man¬ 
agement,  organizational 
change  and  security  ser¬ 
vices. 

Before  founding 
O'Toole  Associates  LLC, 
the  commissioner  spent 
two  decades  in  public 


safety  in  Massachusetts, 
starting  as  a  Boston  police 
officer  in  1979.  She  was 
with  the  department  until 
1986.  Later,  she  served  as 
Chief  of  the  Metropolitan 
Police  Department  from

1986  to  1990,  and  as  a 
Lieutenant  Colonel  in  the 
Massachusetts  State  Police 
from  1990  to  1994. 

In  1994,  Governor 
William  Weld  appointed 
Commissioner  O'Toole  to 
his  cabinet  as 

Massachusetts  Secretary  of 
Public  Safety,  where  she 
was  responsible  for  20 
agencies,  more  than  10,000 


employees,  and  an  annual 
operating  budget  exceed¬ 
ing  $1  billion. 

In  1998,  O'Toole  was 
selected  to  serve  on  the 
Independent  Commission 
in  Northern  Ireland  (the 
Patten  Commission) 
which  developed  a  new 
framework  for  policing 
and  security  in  Northern 
Ireland. 

Five  years  ago,  Boston 
Mayor  Thomas  M.  Menino 
tapped  O'Toole  to  chair 
the  Boston  Fire  Review 

Commission,  an  extensive 
study  that  made  sweeping 
recommendations  and 
reform  for  the  Boston  Fire 
Department. 

Also  during  her  career, 
she  held  senior  positions 
at  Digital  Equipment  and 
Boston  College. 

O'Toole  is  a  Boston 
College  and  New  England 
School  of  Law  graduate. 
She  was  admitted  to  the 
Massachusetts  Bar  in  1982.

"Policing  is  very  differ¬ 
ent  than  it  was  when  I  first 
started  25  years  ago.  We 
were  trained  in  the  acade¬ 
my  to  be  warriors  who  go 
out  and  fight  the  war  on 
crime.  And  it  was  really 
the  police  versus  the  com¬ 
munity.  We  didn't  have  the 
advantage  that  we  have 
today  of  all  of  you  coming 
together  to  help  us  to 
improve  the  quality  of  life 
in  the  neighborhood,"  said 
O'Toole,  who  in  her  early 
days  of  policing  was 
assigned  as  a  Boston  police 
officer  in  District  A-l,  the 
district  that  includes 
Chinatown. 

"It's  very  reassuring  for 
all  of  us  in  policing  to 
know  that  we  have  all  of 
you  supporting  us  and 
working  with  us  to  identify 
the  problems  and  tackle 
the  problems  head  on,"  she 
said. 

The  first  question  for 
O'Toole  came  from  Roman 
Chan,  the  president  of  the 
Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association, 
who  asked  why  he  sees  so 
few  police  in  Chinatown 
though  there  appears  to  be 
so  much  prostitution, 
homelessness  and  drug 
deals. 

"There's  no  secret  that 
Boston  has  faced  budget 
challenges  in  recent  years," 
said  O'Toole,  adding  that 
the  city  has  200  fewer 
police  officers  than  it  did  a 
few  years  ago.  "So  many 
neighborhoods  have  seen 
some  reduced  visibility  in 
the  police  patrols." 

But,  said  the  commis¬ 
sioner,  52  new  officers  just 
graduated  from  the  acade¬ 
my  and  Mayor  Thomas  M. 
Menino  recently  approved 
the  hiring  of  another  class 
of  police  at  the  end  of  the 
summer.  "Gradually  we 
hope  to  build  up  to  the 
number  of  officers  we  had 
before." 

Encouraging

report  crimes  to  increase 
police  presence  in  the 
neighborhood,  O'Toole 
said  that  the  "squeaky 
wheel"  is  the  one  that  gets 
the  attention. 

About  the  crime  in 
Chinatown  that  Chan  men¬ 
tioned,  O'Toole  said:  "The 
good  news  is  there's  very 
little  violent  crime  in 
Chinatown.  But  these 
crimes  you're  talking 
about,  drugs  and  prostitu¬ 
tion  and  [loitering  by  the 
homeless]  -  they're  all  very 
much  a  concern  because 
they  affect  the  quality  of 
life  for  people  living  here." 

She  said  that  it's  likely 
that  the  low  rate  of  violent 
crimes  "probably  presents 
more  of  an  invitation  for 
suburbanites  and  others 
looking  to  purchase  drugs" 
because  people  can  count 
on  Chinatown  as  being  a 
"relatively  safe"  and  acces¬ 
sible  place  to  purchase  ille¬ 
gal  drugs. 

As  a  general  response 
to  community  complaints 
of  drug  dealings,  O'Toole 
said  the  police  department 
has  started  a  daytime  drug 
unit  that  focuses  much  of 
its  efforts  on  Chinatown. 

"They've  been  down 
here  over  the  course  of  a 
month  and  they've  made 
many,  many  arrests." 

"Commissioner,  nothing 
upsets  me  more  than 


what's  going  on  in 
Chinatown  the  past  two  or 
three  years,"  said 
Chinatown  businessman 
Reggie  Wong,  who  said  the 
neighborhood  was  under¬ 
going  "environmental  dete¬ 
rioration"  due  to  a  rise  in 
crime. 

With  the  Democratic 
National  Convention  com¬ 
ing  to  Boston  soon,  said 
Wong,  he  wanted  assur¬ 
ances  that  "visitors  can 
come  to  Chinatown  and 
feel  that  it's  safe  and  clean." 

O'Toole  responded: 

"Our  number  one  priority 
is  the  quality  of  life  in  our 
neighborhoods  with  partic¬ 
ular  focus  on  the  young 
people."  Mayor  Menino, 
she  said,  has  made  it  clear 
to  police  that  he  wants  to 
see  "regular  levels  of 
patrol"  in  Boston's  neigh¬ 
borhoods  during  the  con¬ 
vention. 

Though  the  focus  has 
been  on  the  Fleet  Center, 
where  the  convention  will 
take  place,  said  the  com¬ 
missioner,  over  1,000 
smaller  events  related  to 
the  convention  will  be  held 
throughout  the  city,  includ¬ 
ing  in  Chinatown. 

She  added  that  the 
neighborhood  would  have 
sufficient  police  patrols 
and  that  "I  think 
Chinatown  will  be  a  very 
vibrant  place  that  week."

Elder

It's  hard  enough  to  find 
out  what  services  are  avail¬ 
able  for  elderly  on  fixed 
incomes.  It's  even  harder 
to  find  that  information  if 
you  only  speak  Chinese. 

So,  South  Cove  Manor 
Nursing  Home  decided  to 
bring  the  service  providers 
to  the  elderly  themselves. 
On  June  24,  the  nursing 
home  hosted  its  first  "Elder 
Awareness  Information 
Fair,"  an  event  —  as  the 
manor's  director,  Lola 
Tom,  puts  it  —  that  allows 
people  to  "learn  about 
everything  related  to 
seniors." 

Nearly  30  service 
providers  set  up  booths 
and  passed  out  informa¬ 
tional  flyers  in  Chinese 
and  English  to  the  nearly 
300  Chinese  senior  citizens 
who  attended  the  event. 

Many  of  the  providers 
at  the  event  specialized  in 
health  services.  Members 
of  the  Boston  Public 
Health  Commission  pro¬ 
vided  information  about 
hepatitis  B  and  tuberculo¬ 
sis  --  two  diseases  that 
Chinese  are  at  high  risk 
for.  Staff  at  the  Tufts-New 
England  Medical  Center's 


Kidney  and  Blood  Pressure 
Center  tested  seniors  for 
high  blood  pressure. 

"Asian  Americans  have 
a  higher  rate  of  high  blood 
pressure  than  whites,"  said 
Alice  Martin,  a  neurology 
nurse  with  the  medical 
center  who  was  at  the  fair. 

Rebecca  Yip,  a  geriatric 
information  specialist  with 
Boston  Elderlnfo,  said  her 


agency,  which  offers  infor¬ 
mation  in  multiple  lan¬ 
guages  such  as  Spanish, 
Italian  and  Chinese,  real¬ 
izes  the  importance  of 
reaching  out  to  non- 
English  speaking  elders. 

"In  Boston,  we  are 
increasingly  having  immi¬ 
grants  [move  here]  from  so 
many  places,"  she  said. 

In  addition  to  senior- 


specific  services,  the  event 
also  provided  information 
about  area  banks,  such  as 
Citizens  Bank  and  Asian 
American  Bank,  and  the 
chance  to  talk  with  a 
Boston  police  officer 
through  an  interpreter. 

Lola  Tom  of  South 
Cove  Manor  said  the  fair  is 
an  off-shoot  of  an  informa¬ 
tional  breakfast  series  the 


nursing  home  has  been 
holding,  called  "Breakfast 
Health  Education  Seminar 
Series." 

South  Cove  Manor 
opened  in  1985  and  is 
located  at  120  Shawmut 
Avenue  in  the  South  End, 
near  Chinatown.  The  100- 
bed  nursing  home  caters  to 
elderly  Chinese  immi¬ 
grants.

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Boston  Hurricanes  Shake  Things  Up 


The  Boston  Hurricanes  basketball  team 


By  Adam  Smith 

The  Boston  Hurricanes 
created  a  storm  recently. 
The  local  Chinese  athletic 
club  won  the  24th  North 
American  Chinese 
Basketball  Association 
Invitational  Tournament,  a 
competition  dominated  by 
West  Coast  teams.  By  win¬ 
ning  the  tournament, 
which  was  held  in 
Montreal  over  Memorial 
Day  weekend,  the 
Hurricanes  became  the 
first  local  Chinese  athletic 
club  to  win  a  national 
championship  since  the 
Boston  Knights  won  the 
National  Volleyball  tour¬ 
nament  in  1967.  The 
Sampan  recently  caught  up 
with  Mike  Lee,  the 
Hurricanes'  coach  and 
executive  board  member. 

Sampan:  Describe  the 
Hurricanes'  beginnings. 

Lee:  The  organization 
came  into  being  in  the 
early  1970s,  and  was  pri¬ 
marily  developed  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  YMCA 
and  the  Merchants 
Association  in  Chinatown 
to  form  youjth  teams,  ath¬ 
letic  teams  and  things  like 
that.  Over  time,  it  evolved 
to  more  than  just  social 
activities  and  we  became 


[involved]  with  communi¬ 
ty-  and  youth  develop¬ 
ment-type  programs.  We 
started  to  work  with  the 
Josiah  Quincy  School  and 
the  Quincy  Community 
Council  on  doing  things 
such  as  clinics,  helping  run 
sports  leagues  for  them, 
help  coordinate  [fundrais¬ 
ing]  activities. 

How  many  members  do 
you  have? 


Our  membership  has 
grown  to  where  it's  cur¬ 
rently  over  80  active  mem¬ 
bers  but  there  were  times 
in  the  early  years  when 
you  maybe  only  had  20. 
Most  of  the  kids  that 
belonged  to  the  organiza¬ 
tion  [in  the  beginning] 
were  primarily  from  the 
Chinatown  and  South  End 
communities  and  then  we 
also  branched  out  to  attract 
a  lot  of  Asian  kids  from 
the  suburbs  that  had  ties  in 
some  ways  with  their  par¬ 
ents  that  previously 
belonged  to  the  communi¬ 
ty.  With  the  physical  land¬ 


scape  of  Chinatown  chang¬ 
ing,  many  of  the  kids  now 
don't  live  in  the  city  but 
have  rootes  here  either 
through  relatives,  parents' 
business  or  things  like  that. 

How  did  you  get  involved 
in  the  Hurricanes? 

I  came  over  to  the 
Hurricanes  around  the  late 
1980s. . .  with  the  intent  of 
helping  to  set  up  and  run 
some  of  their  athletic  pro¬ 


grams,  specifically,  in  this 
case,  the  basketball  pro¬ 
gram.  I  am  [also]  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  executive  board. 
I  set  up  the  basketball  pro¬ 
gram  in  the  1990s  with  the 
intent  of  trying  to  expand 
membership  through  the 
basketball  program.  We 
did  that  continually 
through  the  1990s  on,  to 
the  point  of  where  current¬ 
ly,  in  the  past  four  or  five 
years,  our  basketball  pro¬ 
gram  has  about  40  mem¬ 
bers  of  varying  ages. 

What  other  sports  does 
the  Hurricanes  offer? 


Volleyball,  roller  hockey, 
golf,  and  softball. 

Tell  me  about  the  recent 
win  at  the  24th  NACBA 
Invitational  Tournament? 

Traditionally,  the  tourna¬ 
ment  is  dominated  by  the 
West  Coast.  Of  the  23  pre¬ 
vious  champions,  it  was 
always  Los  Angeles,  San 
Francisco  and  Seattle  that 
dominated  the  circuit.  So 
this  year  when  we  went  to 
Montreal  [for  the  competi¬ 
tion],  and  the  Boston 
Hurricanes  won  it,  it  was 
kind  of  record  setting  in 
the  sense  that  it  was  the 
first  time  a  non-West  Coast 
team  has  won.  So  it  was  a 
big  accomplishment,  we 
felt,  and  all  the  other  East 
Coast  teams  enjoyed  it  too, 
because  they're  always 
subconsciously  rooting 
against  the  West  Coast. 

What  does  the  Hurricanes 
offer  that  other  main¬ 
stream  athletic  clubs 
don't? 

I  think  it's  exposure  to  the 
Chinese  community  and 
the  culture...  [Also],  it's  just 
my  opinion,  but  I  know 
that  back  in  the  1980s  and 
1990s,  schools  like  Boston 
Latin  and  Boston  English 


used  to  have  a  lot  of 
Chinese  dubs  . .  .but  those 
seem  to  have  somewhat 
died  down.  So  I  think  that 
we  fill  that  void. 

[And]  I  think  maybe  [we 
give  kids  exposure]  to  dif¬ 
ferent  types  of  cultures  in 


the  city,  just  from  bringing 
suburban  kids  in  the  "city 
life"  to  be  able  to  show 
them  and  take  them  to 
areas  in  the  city  that  on 
their  own  they  probably 
never  would  have  been 
exposed  to.  I  think  that's  a 
good  experience.

Jury  is  Out  on  Hei  La  Moon

Dim  Sum  is  not  just  a 
type  of  food,  it  is  an 
atmosphere. 

Chinatown's  newest 
dim  sum  restaurant,  Hei 
La  Moon,  definitely  has 
atmosphere.  A  rather  loud 
one  at  that;  a  quiet  mid¬ 
day  repast  it  is  not.  When  I 
arrived,  the  place  was 
bustling  with  activity.  The 
modem  version  of  the  tra¬ 
ditional  Chinese  meal  has 
morphed  into  a  weekend 
restaurant  bmnch,  with 
bountiful  servers  wheeling 
carts  laden  with  small 
plates  and  steamers.  It 
makes  an  entertaining  and 
leisurely  meal,  especially 
nice  with  a  large  group. 
However,  despite  the 
chaos  of  the  Chinese 
restaurant,  my  party  of 
two  was  able  to  secure  a 
table  in  less  than  two  min¬ 
utes.  That's  pretty  impres¬ 
sive  considering  how 
packed  the  place  was. 

(Speaking  of  packed, 
one  thing  that  you  will 
realize  in  Hei  La  Moon  is 
the  unique  layout  of  the 
tables  and  chairs: 
Everything  appears  to  be 
set  up  so  that  it's  nearly 
impossible  to  avoid  bump¬ 
ing  into  other  tables  and 
chairs.  Maybe  it  was 
because  of  this  setup,  that 
the  cart  with  steamed  Char 
Sieiv  Bao  passed  four  or 
five  times  while  the  cart 
with  Har  Cheung  Fun  only 
passed  us  once.) 

We  sat  down  to  the  cus¬ 
tomary  hot  teapot  of 
chrysanthemum  tea  and 
were  given  the  white  card¬ 
board  paper  listing  the  dif¬ 
ferent  types  of  treats  to 
order,  essential  for  calcu¬ 
lating  the  check  after  the 
meal.  This  list  is  divided 
into  several  categories: 
small,  medium,  big  and 
special.  Depending  on 
what  kind  of  dianxin  (dim 
sum)  you  order,  the  server 
puts  a  small  stamp  on  each 
category. 

In  no  time  we  find  our 
table  filled  with  bean  curd 
jelly  dessert,  beef  tripe 
with  garlic  sauce,  diced 
steamed  spare  ribs,  fried 
bean  curd  rolls  with 


shrimp,  Har  Cheung  Fun 
steamed  rice-pastry  roll 
doused  in  soy  sauce  and 
sesame  oil  stuffed  with 
whole  shrimp  and  a 
steamed  minced  beef  ball 
ensemble. 

My  favorite  of  the  lot  is 
the  fried  been  curd  roll 
with  shrimp.  It  is  deep 
fried  and  wrapped  in  tofu 
skin.  The  dish  had  just  the 
right  amount  of  crispiness 
and  a  hint  of  soy  sauce  and 
sesame  oil  that  provides 
that  little  burst  of  flavor 
with  each  bite. 

The  beef  tripe  with  gar¬ 
lic  sauce  did  little  to  stand¬ 
out  against  varieties  at 
other  dim  sum  restaurants. 
(Except  for  one  thing,  the 
size  of  the  beef  tripe:  it  was 
abnormally  large.  It  should 
have  been  cut  into  smaller 
pieces  so  that  the  tripe  can 
better  absorb  the  garlic 
sauce.) 

The  diced  steamed 
spare  ribs  had  an  excellent 
black  bean  sauce  that  was 
not  too  oily  or  salty.  But, 
unfortunately,  the  spare 
ribs  had  somewhat  of  an 
aftertaste  that  led  me  to 


question  the  freshness  of 
the  meat.  Still,  the  sauce 
was  excellent. 

The  Har  Cheung  Fun 
consisted  of  a  large  flat 
white  noodle  wrapped 
around  whole  shrimp  and 
was  laden  with  soy  sauce 
and  sesame  oil.  Although 
the  noodles  seemed  too 
thick  and  doughy,  the 
whole,  fresh  shrimp  made 
up  for  that  shortcoming. 

I  was  most  disappoint¬ 
ed  by  the  steamed  minced 
beef  ball.  It  was  a  bland 
dish  that  consisted  of 
steamed  minced  beef  with 
a  dash  of  soy  sauce. 

One  great  way  to  con¬ 
clude  a  dim  sum  experi¬ 
ence  is  to  order  a  dessert 
towards  the  end  of  the 
meal.  However,  it  might  be 
a  good  idea  to  order  it  as 
soon  as  you  see  it  go  by  on 
a  cart  when  you're  at  Hei 
La  Moon  --  who  knows  if 
you'll  see  the  cart  again? 
My  dining  partner  and  I 
settled  on  having  a  bowl  of 
bean  curd  jelly  with  our 
meal  for  the  desert.  The 
best  way  to  describe  this  is 
that  it  looks  like  a  chunk  of

tofu  swimming  in  a  sea  of 
ginger  sauce.  It  goes  down 
very  smoothly  and  more 
importantly  is  light  on  the 
stomach.  The  ginger  sauce 
was  not  too  sweet  and 
complimented  the  bean 
curd  perfectly. 

Hei  La  Moon  touted  a 
sumptuous  Cantonese 
menu,  with  many  of  the 
old  favorites  such  as  chick¬ 
en  feet  in  black  bean  sauce, 
shrimp  dumplings,  fried 
spring  rolls,  steamed  bar- 
bequed  pork  buns,  fried 
stuffed  crab  claws  with 
shrimp  and  sticky  rice  in 
lotus  leaf. 

I  enjoyed  my  dim  sum 
experience  at  Hei  La 
Moon.  It  seems  to  have 
good  potential,  and  I  defi¬ 


nitely  think  it  might  "steal" 
some  customers  away 
from  established  power¬ 
houses  such  as  China  Pearl 
and  Chau  Chow  City, 
especially  with  the  latter 
ones  filling  up  as  quickly 
as  they  do. 


However,  to  me  the 
jury  is  still  out  on  this  one.

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Introducing  Tai  Chi:  Vincent  Chu's  Way 


Tai  chi  instructor  Vincent 
Chu,  who  has  taught  his  tai 
chi  chuan  routine  in  the 
Brookline  Adult  and 
Community  Education 
Program  and  at  the  Gin  Soon 
Tai  Chi  studio  in  Chinatown, 
is  the  writer  of  the  book, 
"Beginner's  Tai  Chi  Chuan" 
(Multi-Media  Books).  Past 
and  upcoming  issues  of 
Sampan  feature  excerpts  and 
exercises  from  Chu’s  book. 
Here,  are  the  Basic  Principles 
of  tai  chi,  as  written  in 
"Beginner's  Tai  Chi  Chuan": 

BASIC  PRINCIPLES 

Yang  style  tai  chi  chuan's 
basic  characteristics  of 
movement  are  natural, 
relaxed,  soft,  and  open. 
When  one  practices  tai  chi 
chuan,  he  or  she  feels  com¬ 
fortable,  stretched,  relaxed. 
Most  importantly,  the  body 
is  energetic  as  the  result  of 
better  blood  circulation. 
When  one  observes  tai  chi 
chuan  practice,  one  wit¬ 
nesses  a  performance  of 
controlled  precision,  slow 
and  even  grace. 

To  learn  tai  chi  chuan 
movement  is  easy;  to  mas¬ 
ter  the  art  of  tai  chi  chuan 
is  difficult.  The  tai  chi 
chuan  classics  confirm  this 
difficulty  and  recommend 
that  a  prospective  student 
should  obtain  oral  instruc¬ 
tion  of  the  principles  and 
demonstration  of  the  move¬ 


ments  in  relationship  to  the 
principles  by  the  teacher. 

TO  BE  SOFT  AND 
RELAXED 

The  entire  body  must 
always  be  relaxed  and  soft 
throughout  every  move¬ 
ment  of  the  tai  chi  chuan 
form.  One  especially 
should  pay  attention  to  all 
of  the  major  joints  in  the 
body,  and  keep  in  mind 
that  relaxation  does  not 
mean  collapsing  the  body. 
Therefore,  the  body  should 
be  supple  and  without  ten¬ 
sion  in  all  movements. 
Relaxation  for  all  move¬ 
ments  begins  physically  as 
well  as  mentally. 

TO  BE  SLOW 

All  tai  chi  chuan  'move¬ 
ments  should  be  done 
slowly  so  that  greater  coor¬ 
dination  can  be  possible. 
When  one  moves  slowly, 
one  can  better  control  mus¬ 
cle  movements  without 
harm.  When  one  moves 
slowly,  one  tends  to  pay 
greater  attention  to  each 
movement,  rather  than 
rushing  through  them. 
When  one  moves  slowly, 
one  is  better  able  to  appro¬ 
priately  coordinate  the 
breath  with  the  move¬ 
ments.  When  one  moves 
slowly,  one  will  improve 
patience.  Therefore,  slow¬ 
ness  develops  exactness. 


TO  BE  NATURAL  & 
SPONTANEOUS 

Tai. chi  chuan  is  an  out¬ 
growth  of  Taoism  —  the 
study  of  life  and  nature.  In 
order  for  this  art  to  follow 
Taoism,  then,  one  must 
practice  tai  chi  chuan  natu¬ 
rally  and  spontaneous¬ 
ly.  In  this  case, 

"naturally"  means 
that  one  should 
hold  the  head 
upright,  the  back 
straight,  the  arms 
naturally  at  their 
sides,  with  all  the  joints 
moving  loosely  together 
without  tightness.  If  the 
joints  are  tight  or  stiff, 
inhibited  movements  will 
result,  thus  leading  to 
"slack  and  jerk."  According 
to  Taoism,  this  means 
death.  Therefore,  to  be  nat¬ 
ural  and  spontaneous 
means  life. 

TO  HAVE  CONCENTRA¬ 
TION 

One  should  not  practice 
tai  chuan  absentmindedly. 
Full  attention  must  be 
given  to  each  movement. 
When  you  move  the  right 
hand,  attention  should  be 
on  that  right  hand  move¬ 
ment. 

TO  BE  COORDINATED 

When  one  is  able  to  coordi¬ 
nate  the  upper  and  lower 
body,  in  movement,  one  is 
moving  the  body  as  a 


whole.  When  this  occurs, 
all  of  the  muscle  groups 
will  move  together  in  one 
motion.  When  one  is  mov¬ 
ing  the  body  as  "one  unit," 
each  movement  will  con¬ 
tain  maximum  strength  and 
stability. 

TO  MAINTAIN 
BALANCE 
To  maintain  bal¬ 
ance  in  movement, 
one  must  begin 
with  an  understand¬ 
ing  of  yin  and  yang.  In 
this  case,  yin  refers  to  the 
foot  that  does  not  carry  the 
body  weight,  while  yang 
refers  to  the  foot  that  car¬ 
ries  the  body  weight. 

When  you  want  to  move 
the  left  foot,  you  should 
shift  all  of  your  body 
weight  onto  the  right  foot, 
and  vice  versa. 

To  maintain  balance  of 
inner  energy,  one  must  har¬ 
monize  the  hands  with  the 
feet,  the  hip  joints  with  the 
shoulder  joints,  and  the 
elbow  joints  with  the  knee 
joints. 

To  maintain  balance  in 
tai  chi  chuan  training,  one 
must  practice  the  tai  chi 
chuan  solo  form  and  the  tai 
chi  chuan  push  hands  exer¬ 
cises. 

To  maintain  balance 
mentally,  one  must  execute 
all  of  the  movements 
according  to  these  basic 
principles.

tai  because  she  was  bleed¬ 
ing  through  her  mouth, 
nose,  and  eyes.  Later  on 
she  was  diagnosed  with 
aplastic  anemia,  a  rare 
blood  disease  from  unex¬ 
plained  failure  of  bone 
marrow  to  produce  blood 
cells.  Her  mother  has  trav¬ 
eled  all  over  the  world  to 
find  a  bone  marrow  match 
for  her,  but  has  not  found 
one  yet." 

According  to  the 
National  Marrow  Donor 
Program  (NMDP),  the 
cause  of  idiopathic  (unex¬ 
plainable)  aplastic  anemia 
is  unknown,  but  it  is 
thought  to  be  an  autoim¬ 
mune  process  in  which  the 
body  reacts  against  its  own 
cells.  It  is  associated  with 
low  red  blood  cell  counts 
(anemia),  which  leads  to 
fatigue  and  weakness,  and 
low  white  blood  cell 
counts  (leukopenia),  which 
causes  increased  risk  of 
infection.  Treatment  for 
mild  aplastic  anemia  may 
involve  transfusions  of 
blood  and  platelets. 

But  the  type  of  aplastic 
anemia  that  Kailee  has  is 
not  mild;  it  is  life-threaten¬ 
ing.  What  Kailee  needs, 
much  more  desperately 
than  transfusions  of  blood 
and  platelets,  is  a  match¬ 
ing,  bone  marrow  donor  - 
and  she  needs  one  now. 

Unfortunately,  finding 
such  a  donor  is  not  so  easy. 
Matching,  bone  marrow 
donors  are  usually  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  patients'  biolog¬ 


ical  families.  However, 
nearly  75%  of  all  people 
cannot  find  a  match  within 
their  own  families. 
Moreover,  if  the  patient  is 
adopted  -  as  Kailee  is  - 
then  "family"  may  not  be  a 
viable  donor  pool.  The 
patient  must  then  find  a 
match  -  often  someone  of 
the  same  race  or  ethnicity  - 
who  is  unrelated  and  has 
healthy  stem  cells. 

Patients  who  are  Asian 
or  Pacific  Islander,  like 
Kailee,  are  less  likely  than 
Caucasians  to  find  a  match. 
But  this  likelihood  could 
be  vastly  improved  if  more 
Asians  and  Pacific 


Islanders  joined  the 
NMDP' s  Registry.  Nearly 
anyone  between  the  ages 
of  18  and  60  can  do  so  - 
and  the  procedure  is  virtu¬ 
ally  harmless.  At  the  time 
of  registration,  a  small 
sample  of  blood  is  drawn, 
similar  to  what  is  done 
during  annual  doctors'  vis¬ 
its.  To  find  out  more  about 
the  NMDP  Registry,  go  to 
www.marrow.org.

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TO  BE  BOTH  EMPTY 
AND  FULL 

To  be  both  empty  and 
full  means  to  simultaneous¬ 
ly  be  yin  and  yang.  The  tai 
chi  chuan  classics  state  that 
one  can  only  fully  master 
the  art  of  tai  chi  chuan 
when  one  truly  under¬ 
stands  the  concept  of  yin 
and  yang.  This  means  that 
while  there  are  only  two 
divisions  of  things  existing 
in  this  universe  at  all  times, 
they  embrace  many  ideas: 
the  two  components 
oppose  and  yet  attach  to 
each  other,  and  one  can  not 
exist  without  the  other;  the 
two  components  are  always 
in  a  struggle  to  overcome 
the  other;  the  two  compo¬ 
nents  are  constantly  seek¬ 
ing  out  a  balance  position 
as  there  is  no  clear-cut  sep¬ 
aration  of  the  components; 
the  two  components  con¬ 
stantly  exchange  position, 
yang  becoming  yin  and  yin 
becoming  yang. 

TO  BE  ROOTED  AND 
SUNK 

To  understand  balance, 
one  should  begin  by  first 


understanding  relaxation, 
then  go  a  step  further 
toward  understanding 
sinking.  Sinking  is 
achieved  by  first  dropping 
one's  center  of  gravity  and 
then  lowering  the  inner 
energy  (chi)  to  the  lower 
abdomen  ( tan  tien).  By 
lowering  the  center  of  grav¬ 
ity,  one  is  able  to  relax  the 
body  and  all  of  its  joints. 
Sinking  provides  better  bal¬ 
ance. 

As  one  can  see  from 
these  basic  principles,  in 
order  for  a  tai  chi  chuan 
practitioner  to  practice  cor¬ 
rectly,  he  or  she  must  begin 
to  understand  these  basic 
principles,  noting  that  they 
are  in  fact  all  intimately 
related  to  one  another. 

In  sum:  nature  provides 
better  relaxation;  relaxation 
provides  better  sinking; 
sinking  provides  better  bal¬ 
ance;  balance  provides  bet¬ 
ter  coordination;  coordina¬ 
tion  provides  better  empty 
and  full;  empty  and  full 
provide  better  slowness; 
and  slowness  provides  bet¬ 
ter  naturalness.
